Bepresentative Green Keller of 
Nicholas county, opposed the bill on 
the ground that it sought to make 
the Ninth District almost as largo as 
the Eleventh. 

"If the bill as drawn is enacted the 
population of the Ninth District will 
be 272,343," be said, "while that of 
the Tenth District, will be but 139,- 
911." 

Willi a view to more nearly equaliz- 
ing tho two district* Mr. Keller of- 
fered an amendment, which was 
prompt'y voted down. All other 
amendments among them one by 
L. B. Herrington of Madison county, 
seeking to place Clark county in the 
Kighth District; another by K. C. 
McClure, Itepublican, seeking to 
place Lawrence county in the Tenth 
District and another by Stanley F. 
Iteed of Mason county, looking to the 
elimination of Montgomery and 
Breathitt from the Ninth District, and 
placing the former in the Seventh 
District, met a like (ate. 

Mr. McClure made an impasa cn.d 
appeal for his amendment, and as an 
argument for it said Congressman 
John W. Langley, Itepublican, was op- 
posing it. 

In defence of bis amendment Bep- 
resentative Beed said that those who 
finally bad "whipped into shape" 
the Prichard bill bad made the Nintb 
District the dumping ground for all 
counliei they could not dispose of 
otherwise. 

"Under the bill as drawn," he said, 
"The Ninth is the greatest congres- 
sional district in the State. It will 
be more of an honor to be Congress- 
man from that district than to be 
Governor of Kentucky it you keep on. 
This measure we are considering was 
drawn to suit a few politicians in the 
8enate."
